“TRUSTS FINANCED 
MADERO REVOLT 


Senate Committee Said to 
Have Come to This Con- 
clusion 


Also Said Committee Finds Inter- 
vention Necessary to Protect 
American Interests 


Los Angeles—The senate subcomittee 
which has been investigating the affairs 
of Mexico for the last two years, the 
period taking in the Madero and Orozco 
rebellions, ,practicaHy concluded its 
labors at tke Hotel Alexandra Friday, 
and will in the near future submit its 
report and recommendations to the 
. #enate committee on foreign relations. 
~ The report will be a voluminous d6cu- 
ment and will set fotth these three im- 
portant features: 

That the evidence produced before 
the investigators points to the neces- 
sity for the United States to intervene 
in Mexico in order that Americans and 
Ameriean interests would be protected. 
That the evidence proves conclusively 
that no American money was used in 
financing the Orozco rebellion. 

That the evidence tends to establish 
the claim that American funds were 
used to finance the Madero revolution 
and the report will point the finger of 
suspicion at two large corporations. 
Positive proof of the latter, however, 
may not be forthcoming. 

Senator Fall left with Secretary Fred 
Ireland for Texas and it is possible 
that while in El Paso, en route east, 
additional evidence tending to prove 
that American money was used in the 
Madero revolution will be obtained. 
Senator William Alden Smith, the 
chairman, will spend a few days more 
in southern California and join Senator 
Fall either in Fl Paso or Washington 
when the preparation of the report and 
its recommendations will be com- 
menced. 

The committee has until January 4 
to file its report, but the findings will 
be transmitted to the foreign relations 
committee with as little delay as pos- 
sible. 

Neither Senators Smith ror Fall 
would state positively that they in- 
tended urging congress to have the 
United States intervene in Mexico, 
but it is generally admitted that such 
a recommendation will be made. 

The committee has been in continu- 
ous session since September 1 at which 
time che senators ‘left Washington. 
They'h ve interrogated 500 witnesses 
and taken testimony of 75 witnesses. 
Speaking of the testimony Senacor 
Smith said: 

“The testimony of every Mexican 
whom we interrogated agrees upon this 
point: 

“That if arms ard ammunition and 
supplies needed in warfare were per- 
mitted to enter the country during the 
Orozco rebellion, the same as_ they 
were during the Madero revolution, 
Orozco would have been in Mexico City 
long ago. The rigid enforceement of 
the law against the admission into 
Mexico of firearms and ammunition 
has been Orozco’s greatest handicap.’’ 
Both senators do not hesitate to say 
that but a small percentage of the 
evidence gathered has been given pub- 
licity. The testimony covers more 
than 500 closely typewritten pages, 
and the transcribed notes will be at- 
tached to the committee’s report to the 
senate. 

The investigators spent ten days in 
El Paso gathering facts and ten days 
in Los Angeles. ‘the remainder of the 
time has been taken we in pVaraveling.

SENSATION BREWS OVER

New Orleans, La.—Sensational reve- 
lations touching the recent interven- 
tion of the United States in Nicaragua, 
are promised by Gen. Juan Leets, who 
has arrived here from Salvador to ap- 
pear before the senate committee which 
will investigate revolutionary matters 
in Nicaragua. 

Gen. Leets comes here as a represen- 
tative of the Liberal party in Nica- 


ragua and says he is prepared to sub- 
mit to the senate committee official 
documents and private correspondence 
between the United States and Nica- 
raguan officials.

SUPREME COURT SCORES 
LEGAL “TIME KILLERS” 


San Piaricico—te sustaining the 
judgment of the superior court ina 
case last week, the supreme court 
commented on the usages of peremp- 
tory challenges in criminal trials. 

In the decision the court held that 
the privilege of peremptory chdllenges 
was greatly abused, and that as far as 
the penal code was concerned there 
was no necessity of following the cus- 
tom of asking that veniremen be ex- 
cused without cause. 

In cases brought to the attention of 
the high state court the judges state it 
was apparent tnat atorneys asked 
many questions that were useless, time 
killers and had no bearing on the case, 
being simply a method of forming an 
unfounded basis to excuse a wouldbe 
juror. 

The supreme court rules that super- 
ior judges will be within their rights 
to halt the propounding of useless 
questioning without fear of being held 
for misconduct of trial. 


ALLEGED ABSCONDER GETS 
DAMAGES FOR ARREST 


Seattle—Although the constitution 
of the state of Washington provides for 
the arrest of an abscondingjdebtor, the 
prevision is inoperative because no 
legislative enactment has given it 
effect, was the decision of Superior 
Judge k. W. Albertson, when he in- 
structed a jury that J. J. Hamilton, a 
former merchant of Valdez, Alaska. 
was entitled to damages for illegal im- 
prisonment as an alleged absconding 
debtor. Hamilton sold out his business 
in Valdez and came to Seattle, where 
he was errested and held in jail twelve 
hours ol complaint of a local wholesale 
house that charged he was leaving the 
country as. an absconding debtor. Judge 
Albertson ruled that a man could not 
be imprisoned for debt nor arrested as 
an absconding debtor even if he were 
leaving the country. 


KAISER COMPLAINS AT 
AMERICAN STAGE PAY 


Berlin—The kaiser is “the latest to 
lift a complaining voice against the 
high wages on the American stage. It 
has been a long standing grievance of 
European managers to see their best 
artists lured away by the longer Amer- 
ican purses, and the kaiser, as the 
owner of the Royal theater, is in the 
same boat with more humble im- 
presarios. 

The Local Anzeiger says that the 
kaiser, in talking this matter over 
with the manager of the Municipal 
theater at Berne during his recent visit 
to Switzerland, said: ‘‘These are bad 
times for theaters. | simply cannot 
pay the salaries demanded. American 
managers hire everything away from 
me. ‘They pay an imperial chancellor’s 
salary three times over to an actor or 
actress. I simply cannot keep up with 
them.”’

REPUBLICANS, PROGRESSIVES AND 
DEMOCRATS DRAW UP DECLARATIONS 


Sacramento.— The Republicans, 
Progressives and Democrats held 
State conventions here during the 
past week and adopted platforms. 
The Republicans and Progressives 
convened ag Republicans, but, as an- 
ticipated, soon divided and held sepa- 
rate conventions. Synopsis of the 
platforms adopted follow: 


Republican Platform. 

The Republican platform “recog- 
nizes in the Republican party the 
only party of true progress, yields 
to no other party in devotion to all 
progressive measures for the physi- 
cal, moral, social] and intellectual 
well being of the peopleof this 
State.” Continuing, the platform 
favors conservation of natural re- 
sources; liberal appropriations for 
State University and generous sup- 
port of public schools; stringent 
statewide law regulating weights and 
measures; the extension and improve. 
ment of the present workmen’s com- 
pensation act; amendment to the con: 
stitution of the United States provid- 
ing a uniform method of choosing 
the President and Vice-President of 
the United States by popular vote: 
the election of the President for a 
single term of not more than eight 
years, and that he shall be ineligible 
for re-election; the election of United 
States senators by the direct vote of 
the people; extension and improve- 
ment of State highways; civil service 
law for all State employes. 


Progressive Platform. 

The: Progressive platform ‘‘con- 
gratulates the State on the brilliant 
administration of Governor Hiram 
W. Johnson, and those who have beer 
associated with him.’”’ Continuing 
the platform favors such further con- 
servation legislation as the additlona' 
information obtained since the last 
legislative session now makes desir- 
able; the extension and perfection of 
the workmen’s compensation ac‘, in 


the light of two years’ experience of, 


its operation; legislation to protect 
small investors azainst unscrupulous 
promoters; suppression of , loan 
sharks; recall of judicial decisions 
inheritance tax; amendment of direct 
primary law; free text books investi- 
gation of rural credit systems of 
other countries; investigation ot high 


cost of living; making irrigation 
district bonds security for public 
moneys deposited in banks. 

Both Republican and Progressive 
platforms oppose any measures tend- 
ing to legalize race-track gambling. 

Democratic Platform. 

In general the Democratic platform 
follows the recommendations of the 
national platform adopted at Balti- 
inofe and the recommendations ad- 
vanced by William Jennings Bryan 
while in Sacramento, The most im- 
portant planks are: 

The election of United States sen- 
ators by the people, regulation of 
the trusts, making irrigation district 
bonds as proper security for public 
money deposited in banks; favor pen- 
sioning indigent mothers of small 
children; favor free text books in the 
public schools; favor investigation of 
the building and loan associations; 
ask that the direct primary law be 
amended so that delegates to the 
national conventions are elected by 
districts instead of by the State at 
large; favor a weights and measures 
law; an extension of the women’s 
eight-hour law; a reform in criminal 
procedure; local home rule in taxa- 
tion; an amendment to the inherit- 
ance and property laws so that wo- 
men may have exactly the same right 
as men; an industrial insurance sys- 
tem; a joint guardianship law, and a 
corrupt practices law modeled after 
the Oregon law. 

The Democrats oppose the Initiat- 


ive measure looking to the re-open- 
ing of the race-tracks under the Pari- 
mutuel system. Demand is made for 
ederal legislation excluding Japanese 
Koreans and Hindoos. The present 
method of the sale of jute bags 
manufactured at San Quen‘in is con- 
demned. Demand is made for the 
enactment of corporation laws simi- 
lar to the ‘‘sky blue’”’ laws of Kansas. 
The teachers’ pension laws are fav- 
ored, as are free employment bureaus 
operated by the State, Improvement 
of the Sacramento and San Joaquin 
rivers fs commended, as is the recent 
Panama Cana}. legislation by Con- 
gress. Finally, there is demanded an 
inquiry into the transactions of sev- 
eral trusts operating within the State, 
and thug not subject to federal juris- 
diction. 


WEBB RULES AGAINST TAFT ELEGTORS 
BEING DESIGNATED AS. REPUBLIGANS 


San Francisco—The state Progres- 
sive party has won the first skirmish 
in its fight with the Taft Republicans 
for an uncontested place for its elect- 
oral college nominees on the November 
ballot. f 

Attorney General U. S. Webb handed 
down an opinion in this city Saturday 
in which he sustained the claim of the 
Progressives to the party designation 
for their candidates on the ballot, and 
ruled against Frank C. Jordan, secre- 
tary of state, who submitted a sample 
ballot providing places for two sets of 
electoral nominees, one under the 
designation, ‘‘Republicans for Roose- 
velt,’’ and the other under ‘‘Republi- 
cans for Taft.’’ 

Unless the opinion is overthrown by 
the state supreme court, to which the 
Taft leaders will submit their case in 
a petition ror a writ of mandate, re- 
straining the secretary of state from 
issuing certificates of election to the 
Roosevelt men, the Taft nominees can 


get on the baljlot only by special peti- 
tion, one for each candidate, each of 
which will require about 12,000 signa- 
tures of voters who did not vote at the 
primary election. The Progressive 
leaders already have begun the circu- 
lation of petitions for their nominees, 
to insure them a place on the ballot, in

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LAND OFFICE SHOWS 
FIVE MILLIONS SURPLUS 


Washington—The general Jand office 
rolled up a net surplus of $5,538,555 
during the fiscal year just closed. 
Homesteaders secured patent to 5,011, - 
948 acres. Commissioner Dennett in 
his annual report will announce that 
the office received in cash from the 


sale of public lands and from all other 
sources $9,973,048, or $1,116,880 less 
than the previous year. The aggre- 
gate expenditures and liabilities were 
3,753,693. During the year 14,574,659 
acres of public and Indian lands were 
entered and 10,125,475 acres were pat- 
ented, a decrease of 3,064,421 and 
2,137,020 respectively. 


Harbor Bonds Validated 

Seattle, Wash.—The state supreme 
court has declared constiutional the 
legislative act providing for the crea- 
tion of the Seattle Port Commission, 
thus validating $8,100,000 bonds voted 
laet spring for harbor improvements.

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PORTABLE LAMP FOR CAMPER 


Convenient Form of Light Consists of 
Acetylene Gas Generator and 
Reflector. 

A very convenient form of lamp 
has recently been devised for the use 
of campers, hunters, etc. It consists 
of a portable acetylene gas generator, 
and a burner arranged with a reflect- 
or which ts opefi at the frount for the 
escape of heat. The walls of the re- 
flector are {mperforate, to prevent the 
passage of air through the reflector 
when the lamp is being moved about 
or {8 exposed to the wind. In this way 
the danger of extinguishing the light 
1s avoided. The accompanying illus- 
tration shows in Fig. 1 how the lamp 
may be attached to the head of a 
man, while the gas generator is se- 
cured to his belt. The details of the 
head attachment are shown in the 
sectional view, Fig. 2. The burner, 
A, is attached to the flezible tube, B, 
which runs the generator. The re 
flector, C, {n which the burner is fit- 
ted, is provided with a flange along 
{ts outer edge, to which the arms, D, 
are secured. These arms are fastened 
to a cage, BH, provided with a strap, 
F, which is strapped about the head 
of the wearer. As an additional sup- 
port to the lamp, a small bracket, G, 
connects the bottom of the reflector 
directly to the head. When it is de- 
sired to use this device on a boat ur 
{n camp, it {s mounted on a stand, H, 
as indicated at Fig. 3. This stand is 
formed of two sections, one of which 
{es hinged upon the other, so that the 
lamp may be moved laterdlly. By 
means of ‘a thumb screw, I, the, two 
sections may be clamped at any de- 
sired position. The lamp is taken 
out of the head gear“by unscrewing 
the bolts, J, and it may be then fas- 
tened in a bracket, K, which fs swiv- 
eled on the upper end of the stand. 
The swiveled bracket is vided with 
a handle, L, which enablés one to 
move the lamp in any desired direc

—desert, except as irrigation has 

transformed it, until Salt Lake City 

is reached. This, as it is today. But! 
what about the fortitude of the early 
settlers who penetrated this wilder: 
ness with prairie schooners or ox 
teams, following uncharted routes and 
unknown trails? | 

When the first Mormon caravan, 60 | 
years ago, after long and almost kope- 
less wandering across a_ trackless 
waste emerged from Fmigration can- 
you ‘nto the valley of the Great Salt 
lake. the weary outcasts saw. gently 
sloping away from the dark shadows 
of the mountain pass. a fair land 
reaching to the sunlit shores of a 
wondrous inland sea. Proceeding a 
little farther they caught sight*of a 
large fresh water lake some miles to 
the south emptying its surplus waters 
into thes great lake through a slender 
river which shone like a ribbon of 
silver. 

Into the Promised Land. 

The striking comparison suggested 
by this scene might have occurred to 
a less comprehending mind than that 
of the Moses of thi exodus, leading a 
new tribe of Isyael to a new Promised 
Land. Spread before the eyes of the 
little band of emigrauts were counter- 
parts of the three prominent features 
of Palestine—the Sea of Tiberius, the 
Dead sea and the River Jordan, So 
here the prophet, Brigham Young, and 
his followers proceeded to build their 
New Jerusalem, and today Sculptor 
Dallin’s golden figure of the Angel 
Moroni looks down upon the scene 
from that stately pile of Utah granite 
—the Mormon temple—reared at a 
cost of 40 years’ labor and $6,000,000. 

Uncons¢ciously these desert pioneers 
had settled in a region of most won- 
derful natural phenomena. On _ the 
east the Wasatch mountains reared 


‘their brown and rifted peaks and if 
‘the wanderers noticed their peculiar 


terraced formation, terrace after ter- 
race rising sharp and clear to a 
height of 1,000 feet above the vabley 
floor, they failed to recognize them 
as the most remarkable of beach lines, 
the ancient shores, in fact, of a vast 
inland prehtstoric sea. 

The Great Salt lake is but the feeble 
remnant of the ancient Bonneville, the 
lowest remaining depth of a one-time 
majestic sheet of water, fed from the 
mighty glaciers and snow flelds which 
then clothed the mountains to within 
a short distance of their highest 
peaks. The extreme length of this 
prehistoric lake was 346 miles and its 
greatest width 145 miles. Were its 
waters today to rise again to their 
old level, scores of towns and villages 
would be submerged and several thou- 
sand people driven from their homes. 
The Mormon temple at Salt Lake City 
would stand under 850 feet of water. 

A recent geologic study of the gla- 
ciation of the Wasatch mountains and 
the commanding Uinta range lying to 
the east confirms former conclusions; 
drawn from the study of Lake Bonne- 
ville, that there were two distinct gla- 
ctal periods in these mountains. In- 
delibly recorded in the moraines and 
the lacustrine beds—the rock debris 
ground and scoured out of canyons 
and swept down by the vast ice flow— 
are two distinct epochs, separated by 
a long interglacial interval. Prof. Wal- 
lace W. Atwood of the United States 
geological survey has made a report 


WAS 
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on the glacial history of this region, 
from which {tt appears that while yet 
among the -most picturesque of the 
mountains of the continent, the Wa 
satch and the Uinta ranges lost much 
of their former ruggedness, having 
been greatly smoothed and softened 
in outline by the scouring and carving! 
of many large glaciers. 

The portions of the Uinta range 
that rise above these ancient ice 
mantles, near the crest line, were lofty 
peaks and narrow, rugged divides. Ex- 
cepting these, the range appeared as a 
long, white arch, rising about 7,000 
feet above the surrounding country, 
and suggesting, in form at least, a par- 
tial restoration of the great Uinta an- 
ticline. During the ice age there were 
30 separate glaciers, or rather glacial 
systems, the longest of which was 
over 27 miles, and each system con- 
sisted of from two to eight glaciers. 
Today there are no glaciers and the 
outlines of the mountains have been 
vastly modified by the action of these 
powerful ice streams.
